I disagree with him that I am .” 
The dram atic tone of the Oklahoma 
senator rather startled the chamber 
and people In the galleries leaned for­ 
ward to see the participants of the 
wordy battle. 
Senator Owea left his 
place la the Fear of the chamber and 
advanced to the central aisle, where 
he was within sight of everyone. 


Beth Senators of Indian Bleed. 
The two senators of Indian blood 
now were facing sash other twenty 
feet apart. 
Both appeared to have 
lost sight of parliamentaly rules and 
were carrying on a personal colloquy. 
Mr. Owen proceeded to say the su­ 
preme court of the United States had 
declared that Indians holding allotted 
lands are citizens of the United States. 
Rising to his full height, his olive col­ 
ored face showing that his pride had 
been pricked by the suggestion that 
he was under the control of the secre­ 
tary of the interior and with tone 
most tragic, Senator Owen continued:

New Yerkers Send Petition to Govern­ 
or Hughes. 
New York, Fob. 
28.—Twenty-two 
s te e lie ebarges are made in a petition 
praying for the removal of William T. 
Jerome as district attorney of the 
county of New York which was sent 
to Governor Hughes at Albany by a 
committee of stockholders of the Met­ 
ropolitan Street railway through their 
choirman, William F. King. 
The petition alleges 
that Jerom e 
failed properly to pres scute charges 
of alleged “jury fixing” and the giving 
of false testim ony in street railway 
cases; that the prosecution of viola­ 
tions of the crim inal law by the life 
Insurance companies of New York, as 
disclosed by the A rm strong commit­ 
tee, had been delayed; th at an alleged 
criminal conspiracy to divert the prop­ 
erty of the M etropolitan S treet Rail­ 
way company of New York into the 
hands of a few men was allowed by 
Mr. Jerom e to go on and hundreds of 
stockholders robbed of their money 
and that no attem pt was made to 
punish men alleged to have committed 
other frauds in connection with New 
York city traction deals. Mr. Jerom e’s 
statem ents as to judges are alleged 
to have been not only im proper but 
scandalous in their nature and to have 
tended to destroy the confidence of 
the people in the integrity of their 
courts. Various other cases of alleged 
failure of the district attorney to per­ 
form his duty are .cited in the com­ 
plaint. 


Seven 
Russian Terrorists Sentenced 
to Death. 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 28.—A m ilitary 
court, sitting in the fortress of St. 
Peter and St. Paul under the presi­ 
dency 
of 
General 
Nikiforoff, 
con­ 
demned to death seven of the terror­ 
ists charged with complicity in the 
attem pt last week in this city upon 
the lives of Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicholatevitch, a second cousin of the 
emperor, and M. Chtcheglovitoff, the 
m inister of Justice, 
and 
sentenced 
the others to fifteen years’ im prison­ 
m ent at hard labor. 
Among those upon whom the death 
sentence was passed is a supposed 
Italian journalist, Calvlno, who has 
represented In St. Petersburg La Vita 
of Rome and ll Tempo of Milan. 
A 
special attorney was secured for him 
by the Italian embassy, but Calvino 
spurned the assistance of the em bas­ 
sy, saying he wished to share the fate 
of his comrades. Addressing the court 
in broken Russian, be made the sen­ 
sational declaration that the passport 
that bore his name was not really his, 
and th at he therefore desired to be 
tried as a Russian subject. 
All ef­ 
forts on the part of the court to in­ 
duce him to disclose his real name 
and status proved unavailing.

Senate Naval Committee W ill Look

W ashington, 
Fab. 
28.—A general 
discussion among m em bers of the sen­ 
ate com m ittee on naval affairs indi­ 
cates that the investigation of charges 
of defects in battleship construction 
will be extended to a number of other 
questions th at have attracted public 
attention. Among these questions will 
be that of w hether staff officers, such 
as naval surgeons, shall be given com­ 
mand of hospital ships or other naval 
vessels. 
This undoubtedly will result 
In an airing of the controversy be­ 
tween Rear Admiral Brownson and 
Burgeon General Rixey, which was 
disposed of by the president support­ 
ing the latter in his contention th a t a 
surgeon should be given the command 
of the hospital ship Relief. 
Rear Admiral N. E. Mason, chief of 
the ordnance bureau, explained to tile 
com m ittee the workings of the tu rret 
ammunition hoists from powder hand­ 
ling rooms to big guns on m odern 
battleships. 
After an extended review of tho dif- 
forent periods end changes that have 
been made in heists. Chairman Hale 
summed up tho statement aa follows: 
“Then you believe we have taken 
every step that can be taken to man­ 
age, control and prevent this flare- 
back danger, and that ae tar aa hoists 
go, they are as safe aa they eau be 
made?”

Russia Gave Australian Firm Conces­ 
sion on 
Siberian Tim ber 
Lands. 
An Australian corporation recently 
received a concession from the Russian 
governm ent to take out 30,000.000 feet 
of timber a year from a forest In Sl- 
l>erta, 900 miles from Vladivostok, to 
be delivered In Melbourne, Australia, 
approxim ately 8,000 m iles aw ay and 
nearly three tim es the distance from 
N ew York to San Francisco. 
It Is likely that no lumbering oper­ 
ation of recent years more strongly Il­ 
lustrates the pinch in the timber sup­ 
ply in all parts of the world, says a 
forest service bulletin. 
In the new s of 
the concession, told In an American 
lumber Journal, is the suggestion of 
the difficulty that all countries may 
have to encounter In getting the wood 
which they need In the future. 
Every

REACHES TO FAR CAPE HORN 


Not a Mae L ett Through 8hore Leave

T h at tbe 15,000 set Vo re of the United 
Ft at re tattle* hip fleet were slipping 
along the far coast of South America, 
hale and hearty, with ever an eye to 
old home folk* w aa reported In New 
York city th* other day. 
From 
their 
fiv* 
branch 
stations 
•long the route about tho Horn the 
w orkers of the Amerlcnn 
Seamen's 
FWend society aro sending to head­ 
quarters tb s news of the eventful days 
of shore leave in which Uncle Sam ’s 
sailors «warmed ashore to their q uar­ 
ters for sight of s good American face 
and th# rare chance of n quiet smoke, 
n talk and a long letter to the folks 
at home. 
Btamps, souvenir postals, 
reading material from home nnd stacks 
of letter paper are exhausted at these 
brandies, the society’s officers declare, 
and thousands of carefully scrawled 
missives have left their writing rooms 
for homes in every part of the United 
States. 
At 
Rio 
de 
Janeiro, 
Montevideo. 
Iluenos 
Aires 
and 
Rosario, 
where 
headquarters for sailors 
have been 
maintained for years by this organiza­ 
tion, tlie navy tars have lieen wel­ 
comed, entertained nnd piloted pretty 
clear of the shoals that lie particularly 
foul of tbe course of the sailor in for­ 
eign iH>rts. 
H um an life, vice nnd bad 
liquor are valued cheaply in some of 
these South American towns, nnd it 
goes hard nnd often fatally with the 
seafaring mau if 
he gets Into the 
hands of the natives. 
Not even his 
navy uniform has saved m any a Jacky 
from lM»dlly harm in remote quarters 
of such cities, nnd todny tho workers 
of the society throughout the lower 
continent feel relieved 
and 
gratified 
that the fleet 
has finally stood off 
tow ard its own shores once more with 
nil the tars aboard nnd alive. 
From Rio de Janeiro a report recent­ 
ly reached New York telling of the ad­ 
vent of the Yankee sailors th«*re. With 
oth«»r local organizations tbe American 
Beamon's Friend society's branch at 
New York organized a constant ent«»r- 
tatnm ent for the men of the fleet. 
An 
information bureau was equipped, to 
which the sailors went on their arrival 
to have their money honestly changed 
nnd einl»ark on excursions conducted 
about the place for their benefit. 
E v­ 
ery square foot of the rooms of this 
station of the society was packed each 
hour of the stay of the battleships by 
the American crews, smoking, yarning 
or reading and writing homo letters. 
Before the squadron weighed anchor 
a large meeting of the men was ar­ 
ranged by the society’s workers. 
On the river Plata th# society had 
three stations ready for Admiral Evans* 
men. 
H ere everything was thrown 
o{H»n to the visiting sailors and their 
path kept as straight as possible. 
The 
bloody violence of the crirnpa of Ro­ 
sario nnd this entire region has fallen 
on many a defenseless seam an in the 
past, and after seven years of hard 
effort the workers of these branches 
have only Just eucceeded In becoming 
a buffer between them and the visiting 
sailors. 
T hat the 
American Jackies 
left Bueno* Aire# In good order Is rec­ 
ognized as a welcome result of the 
long campaign. 
To the friendly offices 
of this as well as the other branches 
of the American Seam en’s Friend so­ 
ciety the navy tars had been comm end­ 
ed 
long before they 
sailed 
by 
old 
friends in the active branches of the 
organization at the Brooklyn navy yard 
and Newport News. 
Five large institutes of the organiza­ 
tion will be on the lookout for the men 
of the fleet when they touch home soil 
again at Seattle, Tacoma, Portland, As­ 
toria or Port Townsend. 
There are 
some forty-five of these branches keep­ 
ing watch over the sallorman all over 
the world, the officers of the society 
say. 
T hat such close touch could have 
been kept of the Pacific fleet in its 
continent girdling cruise is regarded 
by them as a good test of the work.

How Seaman's Society Watches 
Over Uncle Sam’s Sailors. 


REACHES TO FAR CAPE HORN 


Not a Man Lest Through Shore Leave 


by 
Battleship 
Fleet In 
Its 
Long 


Cruise Around South America—Many 
Letters S ent Home From 8ooiety*s 
Coast Stations. 


That tbs 10,000 sailors of the United 


States battleship Hoot were slipping 
along the far coast of South America, 
hale axal hearty, with ever an eye to 
ald home fo lk * w as reported In New 
Yolk city tho other day. 
From) 
their 
five 
branch 
stations 


along tho route about the Horn the 
workers of tho American Seamen’s 
Friend society are sending to head­ 
quarters tho nows of the eventful days 
of shore leave In which Uncle Sam ’s 
sailors swarmed ashore to their quar­ 
ters for sight of a good American face 
and the rare chance of a quiet smoke. 
a talk and a long letter to the folks 
at home. 
Stamps, souvenir postals, 
reading material from home and stacks 
of letter paper are exhausted at these 
branches, the society’s officers declare, 
and thousands of carefully scrawled 
missives have left their writing rooms 
for homes in every part of the United 
States. 
At 
Rio 
de 
Janeiro, 
Montevideo. 
Buenos 
Aires 
and 
Rosario, 
where 
headquarters for sailors have been 
maintained for years by this organiza­ 
tion, the navy tars have been wel­ 
comed, entertained and piloted pretty 
clear of the shoals that lie particularly 
foul of the course of the sailor In for­ 
eign ports. 
Human life, vice and bad 
liquor are valued cheaply in some of 
these South American towns, and it 
goes hard and often fatally with the 
seafaring man lf he gets into the 
hands of the natives. 
Not even his 
navy uniform has saved many a jacky 
from bodily barm in remote quarters 
of such cities, and today the workers 
of the society throughout the lower 
continent feel relieved and gratified 
that the fleet has finally stood off 
toward its own shores once more with 
all the tars aboard and alive. 
From Rio de Janeiro a report recent­ 
ly reached New York telling of the ad­ 
vent of the Yankee sailors there. With 
other local organizations the American 
Seamen’s Friend society’s branch at 
New York organized a constant enter­ 
tainment for the men of the fleet. 
An 
information bureau was equipped, to 
which the sailors went on their arrival 
to have their money honestly changed 
and embark on excursions conducted 
about the place for their benefit. 
E v­ 
ery square foot of th* rooms of this 
station of the society was packed each 
hour of the stay of the battleships by 
the American crows, smoking, yarning 
or reading and writing borne letters. 
Before th* squadron weighed anchor 
large meeting of the men was ar­ 
ranged by the society's workers. 
On th* river Plata th* society had 
three stations ready for Admiral Evans* 
men. 
Here everything was thrown 
open to the visiting sailors and their 
path kept as straight as possible. 
The 
bloody violence of the crimps of Ro­ 
sario and this entire region has fallen 
on many a defenseless seaman in the 
past, and after seven years of hard 
effort the workers of these branches 
have only Just succeeded In becoming 
a buffer between them and tho visiting 
sailors. 
That the American Jackies 
left Buenos Aire# in good order is rec­ 
ognized as a welcome result of the 
long campaign. 
To the friendly offices 
of this as well as the other branches 
of the American Seamen’s Friend so­ 
ciety the navy tars had been commend­ 
ed long before they sailed by old 
friends in the active branches of the 
organization at the Brooklyn navy yard 
and Newport News. 
Five large Institutes of the organiza­ 
tion will be on the lookout for the men 
of the fleet when they touch home soil 
again at Seattle, Tacoma. Portland, As­ 
toria or Port Townsend. 
There are 
some forty-five of these branches keep­ 
ing watch over the sailorman all over 
the world, the officers of the society 
say. That such close touch could have 
been kept of the Pacific fleet in its 
continent girdling cruise is regarded 
by them as a good test of the work.
